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The Taxpayer Advocate Service Is Here To Help You

What is the Taxpayer Advocate Service?

The Taxpayer Advocate Service (TAS) is an independent organization within the Internal Revenue Service (IRS) that helps
taxpayers and protects taxpayer rights. Our job is to ensure that every taxpayer is treated fairly and that you know and
understand your rights under the Taxpayver Bill of Rights.

What can the Taxpayer Advocate Service do for you?
We can help you resolve problems that you can’t resolve with the IRS. And our service is free. If you qualify for our assistance,
your advocate will be with you at every turn and do everything possible. TAS can help you if:

® Your problem is causing financial difficulty for you, your family, or your business.
® You face (or your business is facing) an immediate threat of adverse action.
® You’ve tried repeatedly to contact the IRS but no one has responded, or the IRS hasn’t responded by the date promised.

How can you reach us?
We have offices in every state, the District of Columbia, and Puerto Rico. Your local advocate’s number is at
www.

How can you learn about your taxpayer rights?

The Taxpayer Bill of Rights describes ten basic rights that all taxpayers have when dealing with the IRS. Our Tax Toolkit at
www. TaxpayerAdvocate.irs.gov can help you understand what these rights mean to you and how they apply. These are your
rights. Know them. Use them.

Low Income Taxpayer Clinics Help Taxpayers
Low Income Taxpayer Clinics (LITCs) are independent from the IRS. Some serve individuals whose income is below a certain
level and who need to resolve a tax problem. These clinics provide professional representation before the IRS or in court on
audits, appeals, tax collection disputes, and other issues for free or for a small fee. Some clinics provide information about
taxpayer rights and responsibilities in many different languages for individuals who speak English as a second language. For
more information, and to find a clinic near you, read the LITC page on www.irs.gov/litc or IRS Publication 4134, Low Income
Taxpayer Clinic List.

IRS e-file is the safest, most secure way to transmit

your tax return to the IRS. Since 1990, the IRS has
processed more than 1 billion e-filed tax returns safely

and securely. There’s no paper return to be lost or

stolen.

Most tax return preparers are now required to use IRS e-file.

If you are asked if you want to e-file, just give it a try. IRS
e-file is now the norm, not the exception. Most states also
use electronic filing.

Free Tax Help Available Nationwide

Volunteers are available in communities nationwide
providing free tax assistance to low to moderate income
(generally under $54,000 in adjusted gross income) and
elderly taxpayers (age 60 and older). At selected sites,
taxpayers can input and electronically file their own tax
return with the assistance of an IRS-certified volunteer.

Do Your Taxes for Free

If your adjusted gross income was $62,000 or less in
2015, you can use free tax software to prepare and e-file
your tax return. Earned more? Use Free File Fillable
Forms.

Free File. This public-private partnership, between the
IRS and tax software providers, makes approximately 15
brand name commercial software products and e-file
available for free. Seventy percent of the nation’s
taxpayers are eligible.

Just visit www.irs.gov/freefile for details. Free File
combines all the benefits of e-file and easy-to-use
software at no cost. Guided questions will help ensure
you get all the tax credits and deductions you are due.
It’s fast, safe, and free.

You can review each software provider’s criteria for free
usage or use an online tool to find which free software
products match your situation. Some software providers
offer state tax return preparation for free.

Free File Fillable Forms. The IRS offers electronic
versions of IRS paper forms that also can be e-filed for
free. Free File Fillable Forms is best for people
experienced in preparing their own tax returns. There are
no income limitations. Free File Fillable Forms does
basic math calculations. It supports only federal tax
forms.

Make your tax payments elect

onically—it’s easy.

You can make electronic payments online, by phone, or from a mobile device. Paying electronically is
safe and secure. The IRS uses the latest encryption technology and does not store the bank account
number you use to submit your payment. When you use any of the IRS electronic payment options, it
puts you in control of paying your tax bill and gives you peace of mind. You determine the payment

date, and you will receive an immediate confirmation from the IRS. It's easy, secure, and much quicker
than mailing in a check or money order. Go to www.irs.gov/payments to see all your electronic payment

options.

For information about any additional changes to the 2015 tax law or any other devel-
opments affecting Form 1040A or its instructions, go to www.irs.gov/formi1040a.

Information reporting about health coverage. If you or
someone in your family had health coverage in 2015, the pro-
vider of that coverage is required to send you a Form 1095-A,
1095-B, or 1095-C (with Part III completed), that lists individ-
uals in your family who were enrolled in the coverage and
shows their months of coverage. You may use this information
to help complete line 38. However, you do not need to wait to
receive these forms to file your return. You may have had
health care coverage for some or all of 2015 even if you didn’t
receive a form with this information, and you may rely on other
information about your coverage to complete line 38.

For more information on why your health provider might be
asking for your social security number, go to www.irs.gov/
ACASSN.

Information reporting about employer offer of coverage. If
you or someone in your family was an employee in 2015, the
employer may be required to send you a Form 1095-C. Part II
of Form 1095-C shows whether your employer offered you
health insurance coverage and, if so, information about the of-
fer. This information may be relevant if you purchased health
insurance coverage for 2015 through the Health Insurance Mar-
ketplace and wish to claim the premium tax credit on line 45.
However, you do not need to wait to receive this form to file
your return. You may rely on other information received from
your employer. If you do not wish to claim the premium tax
credit for 2015, you do not need the information in Part II. For
more information on who is eligible for the premium tax credit,
see the instructions for Form 8962.

Achieving a Better Life Experience (ABLE) account. This
is a new type of savings account for individuals with disabili-
ties and their families. For 2015, you can contribute up to
$14,000. Distributions are tax free if used to pay the benefi-
ciary's qualified disability expenses. Don't deduct your contri-
butions on your tax return. For details, see Pub. 907.

Due date of return. File Form 1040 by April 18, 2016. The
due date is April 18, instead of April 15, because of the Eman-
cipation Day holiday in the District of Columbia—even if you
do not live in the District of Columbia. If you live in Maine or
Massachusetts, you have until April 19, 2016. That is because
of the Patriots' Day holiday in those states.

Public safety officers. Certain amounts received because of
the death of a public safety officer are nontaxable. See Pub.
525 for details.

Direct deposits of refund to a myRA® account. You now can
have your refund directly deposited to a new retirement savings
program called myRA®. This is a starter retirement account of-
fered by the Department of the Treasury. See the instructions
for lines 48a through 48d. For more information and to open a
myRA account online, visit www.myRA.gov.

Earned income credit. If you didn't have a social security
number (an SSN) by the due date of your 2015 return (includ-
ing extensions), you can't claim the EIC on either your original

or an amended 2015 return, even if you later get an SSN. Also,
if a child didn't have an SSN by the due date of your return (in-
cluding extensions), you can't count that child as a qualifying
child in figuring the EIC on either your original or an amended
2015 return, even if that child later gets an SSN. See the in-
structions for lines 42a and 42b.

Child tax credit. If you didn't have an SSN (or ITIN) by the
due date of your 2015 return (including extensions), you can't
claim the child tax credit on either your original or an amended
2015 return, even if you later get an SSN (or ITIN). Also, no
credit is allowed on either your original or an amended 2015
return with respect to a child who didn't have an SSN, ATIN,
or ITIN by the due date of your return (including extensions),
even if that child later gets one of those numbers. See the in-
structions for line 35.

American opportunity credit. If you didn't have an SSN (or
ITIN) by the due date of your 2015 return (including exten-
sions), you can't claim the American opportunity credit on ei-
ther your original or an amended 2015 return, even if you later
get an SSN (or ITIN). Also, you can't claim this credit on your
original or an amended 2015 return for a student who didn't
have an SSN, ATIN, or ITIN by the due date of your return (in-
cluding extensions), even if the student later gets one of those
numbers. See Pub. 970 and the instructions for Form 8863 for
more information.

Health care individual responsibility payment increased.
If you or someone in your household didn’t have qualifying
health care coverage or qualify for a coverage exemption for
one or more months of 2015, the amount of your shared re-
sponsibility payment may be much more this year than it was
last year. Like last year, you must either:

® Indicate on line 38 that you, your spouse (if filing jointly),
and anyone you can or do claim as a dependent had qualifying
health care coverage throughout 2015,

® Attach Form 8965 to claim an exemption from the re-
quirement to have health care coverage, or

® Make a shared responsibility payment if, for any month in
2015, you, your spouse (if filing jointly), or anyone you can or
do claim as a dependent didn’t have coverage and don't qualify
for a coverage exemption.
For more information, see the instructions for line 38 and Form
8965.

Requirement to reconcile advance payments of the premi-
um tax credit. If you or a family member enrolled in health
insurance through the Marketplace and advance payments of
the premium tax credit were made to your insurance company
to reduce your monthly premium payment, you must attach
Form 8962 to your return to reconcile (compare) the advance
payments with your premium tax credit for the year, which you
figure on Form 8962. The Marketplace is required to send
Form 1095-A by February 1, 2016, listing the advance pay-
ments and other information you need to figure your premium
tax credit. Use Form 1095-A to complete Form 8962. Attach

Form 8962 to your return. Don't attach Form 1095-A to your
return.

Form W-2 verification code. The IRS is testing the use of a
16-character code to verify certain Forms W-2. If you are e-fil-
ing and your Form W-2 includes a code in a box labeled “Veri-
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fication Code,” enter the code when prompted by your soft-
ware; disregard the prompt if your Form W-2 doesn't have the
code. If you are filing a paper Form 1040A, you don't have to
use the code.

These rules apply to all U.S. citizens, regardless of where they live, and resident ali-

Do You Have To File?

Use Chart A, B, or C to see if you must file a return.

Even if you don't otherwise have to file a return, you
should file one to get a refund of any federal income
tax withheld. You should also file if you are eligible
for any of the following credits.

Earned income credit.

Additional child tax credit.

American opportunity credit.

Credit for federal tax on fuels (must file Form 1040).
Premium tax credit.

Health coverage tax credit (must file Form 1040).

See Pub. 501 for details. Also see Pub. 501 if you don't have
to file but received a Form 1099-B (or substitute statement).

Premium tax credit. If advance payments of the premium tax
credit were made for you, your spouse with whom you are fil-
ing a joint return, or a dependent who enrolled in coverage
through the Marketplace, you must file a 2015 return and at-
tach Form 8962.

You (or whoever enrolled you) should have received Form
1095-A from the Marketplace with information about your
coverage and any advance payments. You must attach Form
8962 even if someone else enrolled you, your spouse, or your
dependent. If you are a dependent who is claimed on someone
else's 2015 return, you do not have to attach Form 8962.

Exception for certain children under age 19 or full-time
students. If certain conditions apply, you can elect to include
on your return the income of a child who was under age 19 at
the end of 2015 or was a full-time student under age 24 at the
end of 2015. To do so, use Form 1040 and Form 8814. If you
make this election, your child doesn't have to file a return. For
details, use Tax Topic 553 or see Form 8814.

A child born on January 1, 1992, is considered to be age 24
at the end of 2015. Don't use Form 8814 for such a child.

Resident aliens. These rules also apply if you were a resident
alien. Also, you may qualify for certain tax treaty benefits. See
Pub. 519 for details.

Nonresident aliens and dual-status aliens. These rules also
apply if you were a nonresident alien or dual-status alien and
both of the following apply.

® You were married to a U.S. citizen or resident alien at the
end of 2015.

® You elected to be taxed as a resident alien.

See Pub. 519 for details.

Specific rules apply to determine if you are a resident
alien, nonresident alien, or dual-status alien. Most
YLD nonresident aliens and dual-status aliens have differ-
ent filing requirements and may have to file Form 1040NR or
Form 1040NR-EZ. Pub. 519 discusses these requirements and
other information to help aliens comply with U.S. tax law.

When and Where Should You File?

File Form 1040A by April 18, 2016. (The due date is April 18,
instead of April 15, because of the Emancipation Day holiday
in the District of Columbia—even if you do not live in the Dis-
trict of Columbia. If you live in Maine or Massachusetts, you
have until April 19, 2016, because of the Patriots' Day holiday
in those states.) If you file after this date, you may have to pay
interest and penalties. See Interest and Penalties, later.

If you were serving in, or in support of, the U.S. Armed
Forces in a designated combat zone or contingency operation,
you may be able to file later. See Pub. 3 for details.

If you e-file your return, there is no need to mail it. See the
e-file page earlier or IRS.gov for more information. However,
if you choose to mail it, filing instructions and addresses are at
the end of these instructions.

What If You Can't File on Time?

You can get an automatic 6-month extension if, no later than
the date your return is due, you file Form 4868. For details, see
Form 4868. Instead of filing Form 4868, you can apply for an
automatic extension by making an electronic payment by the

due date of your return.

An automatic 6-month extension to file doesn't extend

If you are a U.S. citizen or resident alien, you may qualify
for an automatic extension of time to file without filing Form
4868. You qualify if, on the due date of your return, you meet
one of the following conditions.

® You live outside the United States and Puerto Rico and
your main place of business or post of duty is outside the Uni-
ted States and Puerto Rico.

® You are in military or naval service on duty outside the
United States and Puerto Rico.

This extension gives you an extra 2 months to file and pay
the tax, but interest will be charged from the original due date
of the return on any unpaid tax. You must include a statement
showing that you meet the requirements. If you are still unable
to file your return by the end of the 2-month period, you can
get an additional 4 months if, no later than June 15, 2016, you
file Form 4868. This 4-month extension of time to file doesn't
extend the time to pay your tax. See Form 4868.

Private Delivery Services

If you choose to mail your return, you can use certain private
delivery services designated by the IRS to meet the "timely
mailing treated as timely filing/paying" rule for tax returns and
payments. These private delivery services include only the fol-
lowing.

Don't include any social security benefits unless (a) you are married filing

a separate return and you lived with your spouse at any time in 2015 or (b) one-half of your social security benefits plus your other gross income and any tax-exempt

interest is more than $25,000 (332,000 if married filing jointly). If (a) or (b) applies, see the instructions for lines 14a and 14b to figure the taxable part of social security

benefits you must include in gross income.

*** If you didn't live with your spouse at the end of 2015 (or on the date your spouse died) and your gross income was at least 34,000, you must file a return regardless of

your age.



Chart B—For Children and Other Dependents

See the instructions for line 6¢ to find out if someone can claim you as a dependent.

If your parent (or someone else) can claim you as a dependent, use this chart to see if you must file a return.

In this chart, unearned income includes taxable interest, ordinary dividends, and capital gain distributions. It also includes
unemployment compensation, taxable social security benefits, pensions, annuities, and distributions of unearned income from a
trust. Earned income includes salaries, wages, tips, professional fees, and taxable scholarship and fellowship grants. Gross
income is the total of your unearned and earned income.

Single dependents. Were you either age 65 or older or blind?
[] No. You must file a return if any of the following apply.

®  Your unearned income was over $1,050.
®  Your earned income was over $6,300.

®  Your gross income was more than the larger of—
® $1,050, or

®  Your earned income (up to $5,950) plus $350.
[] Yes. You must file a return if any of the following apply.

®  Your unearned income was over $2,600 ($4,150 if 65 or older and blind).
®  Your earned income was over $7,850 ($9,400 if 65 or older and blind).
®  Your gross income was more than the larger of—
®  $2,600 ($4,150 if 65 or older and blind), or

®  Your earned income (up to $5,950) plus $1,900 ($3,450 if 65 or older and blind).

Married dependents. Were you either age 65 or older or blind?

[ ] No. You must file a return if any of the following apply.

Your unearned income was over $1,050.

Your earned income was over $6,300.

Your gross income was at least $5 and your spouse files a separate return and itemizes deductions.
Your gross income was more than the larger of—

® $1,050, or

®  Your earned income (up to $5,950) plus $350.

[] Yes. You must file a return if any of the following apply.

®  Your unearned income was over $2,300 ($3,550 if 65 or older and blind).

®  Your earned income was over $7,550 ($8,800 if 65 or older and blind).

Your gross income was at least $5 and your spouse files a separate return and itemizes deductions.
Your gross income was more than the larger of—

® $2.300 ($3,550 if 65 or older and blind), or

®  Your earned income (up to $5,950) plus $1,600 ($2,850 if 65 or older and blind).




Chart C—Other Situations When You Must File

You must file a return for 2015 if you owe tax from the recapture of an education credit or the alternative minimum tax. See the
instructions for line 28. You must also file a return for 2015 if advance payments of the premium tax credit were made for you,
your spouse, or a dependent who enrolled in coverage through the Marketplace. You or whoever enrolled you should have
received Form(s) 1095-A showing the amount of the advance payments.

You must file a return using Form 1040 if any of the following apply for 2015.

® You owe any special taxes, such as social security and Medicare tax on tips you didn't report to your employer or on wages
you received from an employer who didn't withhold these taxes.

® You owe write-in taxes, including uncollected social security and Medicare or RRTA tax on tips you reported to your
employer or on your group-term life insurance, or additional tax on a health savings account.

® You had net earnings from self-employment of at least $400.

® You had wages of $108.28 or more from a church or qualified church-controlled organization that is exempt from employer
social security and Medicare taxes.

® You owe additional tax on a qualified plan, including an individual retirement arrangement (IRA), or other tax-favored
account. But if you are filing a return only because you owe this tax, you can file Form 5329 by itself.

® You owe household employment taxes. But if you are filing a return only because you owe this tax, you can file
Schedule H (Form 1040) by itself.

® You owe any recapture taxes, including repayment of the first-time homebuyer credit.

® You (or your spouse, if filing jointly) received health savings account, Archer MSA, or Medicare Advantage MSA
distributions.



Would It Help You To Itemize Deductions on Form 1040?

You may be able to reduce your tax by itemizing deductions on Schedule A (Form 1040). Itemized deductions include amounts you
paid for state and local income or sales taxes, real estate taxes, personal property taxes, and mortgage interest. You may also include
gifts to charity and part of the amount you paid for medical and dental expenses. You would usually benefit by itemizing if—

Student loan interest deduction.

Tuition and fees deduction.

e. Child tax credit.

f. Earned income credit.

g. Additional child tax credit.

h. Premium tax credit.

You can also use Form 1040A if you received dependent
care benefits or if you owe tax from the recapture of an educa-
tion credit or the alternative minimum tax.



When Must You Use Form 1040?

Check Where To Report Certain Items From 2015 Forms W-2,
1097, 1098, and 1099 to see if you must use Form 1040. You
must also use Form 1040 if any of the following apply.

1. Youreceived any of the following types of income:

a. Income from self-employment (business or farm in-
come).

b. Certain tips you didn't report to your employer. See the
instructions for Form 1040A, line 7.

c. Income received as a partner in a partnership, sharehold-
er in an S corporation, or a beneficiary of an estate or trust.

d. Dividends on insurance policies if they exceed the total
of all net premiums you paid for the contract.

2. You can exclude any of the following types of income:

a. Foreign earned income you received as a U.S. citizen or
resident alien.

b. Certain income received from sources in Puerto Rico if
you were a bona fide resident of Puerto Rico.

c. Certain income received from sources in American Sa-
moa if you were a bona fide resident of American Samoa for
all of 2015.

3. You have an alternative minimum tax adjustment on
stock you acquired from the exercise of an incentive stock op-
tion (see Pub. 525).

4. You received a distribution from a foreign trust.

5. You owe the excise tax on insider stock compensation
from an expatriated corporation.

6. You owe household employment taxes. See Schedule H
(Form 1040) and its instructions to find out if you owe these
taxes.
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7. You are claiming the adoption credit or received em-
ployer-provided adoption benefits. See Form 8839 for details.

8. You are an employee and your employer didn't withhold
social security and Medicare tax. See Form 8919 for details.

9. You had a qualified health savings account funding dis-
tribution from your IRA.

10. You are a debtor in a bankruptcy case filed after October
16, 2005.

11. You must repay the first-time homebuyer credit. See
Form 5405 for details.

12. You had foreign financial assets in 2015, and you must
file Form 8938. See Form 8938 and its instructions.

13. You owe Additional Medicare Tax or had Additional
Medicare Tax withheld and must file Form 8959. See Form
8959 and its instructions.

14. You owe Net Investment Income Tax and must file
Form 8960. See Form 8960 and its instructions.

15. You have adjusted gross income of more than $154,950
and must reduce the dollar amount of your exemptions. See the
instructions for Form 1040.

16. You received a Form W-2 that incorrectly includes in
box 1 amounts that are payments under a Medicaid waiver pro-
gram, and you can't get a corrected W-2, or you received a
Form 1099-MISC that incorrectly reported these payments to
the IRS.

17. You are eligible for the health coverage tax credit. See
Form 8885 for details.

You may be eligible for free tax software that will take the guesswork out of preparing
your return. Free File makes available free brand-name software and free e-file. Visit
www.irs.gov/freefile for details.

Section references are to the Internal Revenue Code unless
otherwise noted.

Name and Address

Print or type the information in the spaces provided. If you are
married filing a separate return, enter your spouse’s name on
line 3 instead of below your name.

If you filed a joint return for 2014 and you are filing
a joint return for 2015 with the same spouse, be sure

to enter your names and SSNs in the same order as on
your 2014 return.

Name Change

If you changed your name because of marriage, divorce, etc.,
be sure to report the change to your local Social Security Ad-
ministration (SSA) office before filing your return. This pre-
vents delays in processing your return and issuing refunds. It
also safeguards your future social security benefits.

Address Change

If you plan to move after filing your return, use Form 8822 to
notify the IRS of your new address.

P.O. Box

Enter your box number only if your post office doesn't deliver
mail to your home.

Foreign Address

If you have a foreign address, enter the city name on the appro-
priate line. Don't enter any other information on that line, but
also complete the spaces below that line. Don't abbreviate the
country name. Follow the country's practice for entering the
postal code and the name of the province, county, or state.

Death of a Taxpayer

See Death of a taxpayer under General Information, later.

Check that both the name and SSN on your Forms 1040A,
W-2, and 1099 agree with your social security card. If they
don't, certain deductions and credits on your Form 1040A may
be reduced or disallowed and you may not receive credit for
your social security earnings. If your Form W-2 shows an in-
correct SSN or name, notify your employer or the form-issuing
agent as soon as possible to make sure your earnings are credi-
ted to your social security record. If the name or SSN on your
social security card is incorrect, call the SSA.

IRS Individual Taxpayer Identification
Numbers (ITINs) for Aliens

If you are a nonresident or resident alien and you don't have
and aren't eligible to get an SSN, you must apply for an ITIN.
For more information, see Form W-7 and its instructions. It
takes about 7 weeks to get an ITIN.

If you already have an ITIN, enter it wherever your SSN is
requested on your tax return.

An ITIN is for tax use only. It doesn't entitle you to social
security benefits or change your employment or immigration
status under U.S. law.

If you receive an SSN after previously using an ITIN, stop
using your ITIN. Use your SSN instead. Visit a local IRS of-
fice or write a letter to the IRS explaining that you now have an
SSN and want all your tax records combined under your SSN.
Details about what to include with the letter and where to mail
it are at www.irs.gov/Individuals/Additional-ITIN-Information.

Nonresident Alien Spouse

If your spouse is a nonresident alien, he or she must have either
an SSN or an ITIN if:

® You file a joint return,

® You file a separate return and claim an exemption for
your spouse, or

® Your spouse is filing a separate return.

Social Security Number (SSN)

An incorrect or missing SSN can increase your tax, reduce
your refund, or delay your refund. To apply for an SSN, fill in
Form SS-5 and return it, along with the appropriate evidence
documents, to the Social Security Administration (SSA). You
can get Form SS-5 online at www.socialsecurity.gov, from your
local SSA office, or by calling the SSA at 1-800-772-1213. It
usually takes about 2 weeks to get an SSN once the SSA has all
the evidence and information it needs.

Presidential Election Campaign
Fund

This fund helps pay for Presidential election campaigns. The
fund reduces candidates' dependence on large contributions
from individuals and groups and places candidates on an equal
financial footing in the general election. The fund also helps
pay for pediatric medical research. If you want $3 to go to this
fund, check the box. If you are filing a joint return, your spouse
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can also have $3 go to the fund. If you check a box, your tax or
refund won't change.

Filing Status

Check only the filing status that applies to you. The ones that
will usually give you the lowest tax are listed last.
® Married filing separately.
® Single.
® Head of household.
® Married filing jointly.
® Qualifying widow(er) with dependent child.
For information about marital status, see Pub. 501.

More than one filing status can apply to you. You can
@ choose the one that will give you the lowest tax.

Line 1
Single

You can check the box on line 1 if any of the following was
true on December 31, 2015.

® You were never married.

® You were legally separated according to your state law
under a decree of divorce or separate maintenance. But if, at
the end of 2015, your divorce wasn't final (an interlocutory de-
cree), you are considered married and can't check the box on
line 1.

® You were widowed before January 1, 2015, and didn't re-
marry before the end of 2015. But, if you have a dependent
child, you may be able to use the qualifying widow(er) filing
status. See the instructions for line 5.

Line 2
Married Filing Jointly

You can check the box on line 2 if any of the following apply.
® You were married at the end of 2015, even if you didn't
live with your spouse at the end of 2015.
® Your spouse died in 2015 and you didn't remarry in 2015.
® You were married at the end of 2015, and your spouse
died in 2016 before filing a 2015 return.

A married couple filing jointly report their combined in-
come and deduct their combined allowable expenses on one re-
turn. They can file a joint return even if only one had income or
if they didn't live together all year. However, both persons
must sign the return. Once you file a joint return, you can't
choose to file separate returns for that year after the due date of
the return.

Joint and several tax liability. If you file a joint return, both
you and your spouse are generally responsible for the tax and
any interest or penalties due on the return. This means that if
one spouse doesn't pay the tax due, the other may have to. Or,
if one spouse doesn't report the correct tax, both spouses may
be responsible for any additional taxes assessed by the IRS.
You may want to file separately if:
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2015 Form 1040A—Lines 1 Through 4

® You believe your spouse isn't reporting all of his or her
income, or

® You don't want to be responsible for any taxes due if your
spouse doesn't have enough tax withheld or doesn't pay enough
estimated tax.

See the instructions for line 3. Also see /nnocent spouse re-
liefunder General Information, later.

Nonresident aliens and dual-status aliens. Generally, a mar-
ried couple can't file a joint return if either spouse is a nonresi-
dent alien at any time during the year. However, if you were a
nonresident alien or a dual-status alien and were married to a
U.S. citizen or resident alien at the end of 2015, you can elect
to be treated as a resident alien and file a joint return. See Pub.
519 for details.

Line 3
Married Filing Separately

If you are married and file a separate return, you generally re-
port only your own income, exemptions, deductions, and cred-
its. Generally, you are responsible only for the tax on your own
income. Different rules apply to people in community property
states; see Pub. 555.

However, you will usually pay more tax than if you use an-
other filing status for which you qualify. Also, if you file a sep-
arate return, you can't take the student loan interest deduction,
the tuition and fees deduction, the education credits, or the
earned income credit. You also can't take the standard deduc-
tion if your spouse itemizes deductions.

Be sure to enter your spouse's SSN or ITIN on Form 1040A.
If your spouse doesn't have and isn't required to have an SSN
or ITIN, enter "NRA."

You may be able to file as head of household if you
had a child living with you and you lived apart from

your spouse during the last 6 months of 2015. See
Married persons who live apart, later.

Line 4
Head of Household

This filing status is for unmarried individuals who provide a
home for certain other persons. You are considered unmarried
for this purpose if any of the following applies.

® You were legally separated according to your state law
under a decree of divorce or separate maintenance at the end of
2015. But, if at the end of 2015, your divorce wasn't final (an
interlocutory decree), you are considered married.

® You are married but lived apart from your spouse for the
last 6 months of 2015 and you meet the other rules under Mar-
ried persons who live apart, later.

® You are married to a nonresident alien at any time during
the year and you don't choose to treat him or her as a resident
alien.

Check the box on line 4 only if you are unmarried (or con-
sidered unmarried) and either 7est  or Test 2 applies.

If the child isn't claimed as your dependent on line 6¢, enter
the child's name on line 4. If you don't enter the name, it will
take us longer to process your return.

Qualifying child. To find out if someone is your qualifying
child, see Step 1 of the line 6¢ instructions.

Dependent. To find out if someone is your dependent, see the
instructions for line 6c¢.

Exception to time lived with you. Temporary absences by
you or the other person for special circumstances, such as
school, vacation, business, medical care, military service, or
detention in a juvenile facility, count as time lived in the home.
Also see Kidnapped child in the line 6¢ instructions, if applica-
ble.

If the person for whom you kept up a home was born or died
in 2015, you still may be able to file as head of household. If
the person is your qualifying child, the child must have lived
with you for more than half the part of the year he or she was
alive. If the person is anyone else, see Pub. 501.

Keeping up a home. To find out what is included in the cost
of keeping up a home, see Pub. 501.

If you used payments you received under Temporary Assis-
tance for Needy Families (TANF) or other public assistance
programs to pay part of the cost of keeping up your home, you
can't count them as money you paid. However, you must in-
clude them in the total cost of keeping up your home to figure
if you paid over half the cost.

Married persons who live apart. Even if you weren't di-
vorced or legally separated at the end of 2015, you are consid-
ered unmarried if all of the following apply.

® You lived apart from your spouse for the last 6 months of
2015. Temporary absences for special circumstances, such as
for business, medical care, school, or military service, count as
time lived in the home.

® You file a separate return from your spouse.

® You paid over half the cost of keeping up your home for
2015.

® Your home was the main home of your child, stepchild, or
foster child for more than half of 2015 (if half or less, see Ex-
ception to time lived with you, earlier).

® You can claim this child as your dependent or could claim
the child except that the child's other parent can claim him or
her under the rule for Children of divorced or separated pa-
rents in the line 6¢ instructions.

Adopted child. An adopted child is always treated as your
own child. An adopted child includes a child lawfully placed
with you for legal adoption.

Foster child. A foster child is any child placed with you by
an authorized placement agency or by judgment, decree, or
other order of any court of competent jurisdiction.

Qualifying Widow(er) With Dependent Child

You can check the box on line 5 and use joint return tax rates
for 2015 if all of the following apply.

Adopted child. An adopted child is always treated as your
own child. An adopted child includes a child lawfully placed
with you for legal adoption.

Dependent. To find out if someone is your dependent, see the
instructions for line 6c¢.

Exception to time lived with you. Temporary absences by
you or the child for special circumstances, such as school, va-
cation, business, medical care, military service, or detention in
a juvenile facility, count as time lived in the home. Also see
Kidnapped child in the line 6¢ instructions, if applicable.

A child is considered to have lived with you for all of 2015

Definitions and Special Rules

Adopted child. An adopted child is always treated as your own
child. An adopted child includes a child lawfully placed with
you for legal adoption.

Adoption taxpayer identification numbers (ATINs). If you
have a dependent who was placed with you for legal adoption
and you don't know his or her SSN, you must get an ATIN for
the dependent from the IRS. See Form W-7A for details. If the
dependant isn't a U.S. citizen or resident alien, apply for an
ITIN instead, using Form W-7.

If you didn't have an SSN (or ITIN) by the due date of your
2015 return (including extensions), you can't claim the child tax
credit on either your original or an amended 2015 return, even if
you later get an SSN (or ITIN). Also, no child tax credit is al-
lowed on your original or an amended 2015 return with respect
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to a child who didn't have an ATIN or ITIN by the due date of
your return (including extensions), even if that child later gets
one of those numbers. See the instructions for line 35.

Children of divorced or separated parents. A child will be
treated as the qualifying child or qualifying relative of his or her
noncustodial parent (defined later) if all of the following condi-
tions apply.

1. The parents are divorced, legally separated, separated un-
der a written separation agreement, or lived apart at all times
during the last 6 months of 2015 (whether or not they are or
were married).

2. The child received over half of his or her support for
2015 from the parents (and the rules on Multiple support agree-
ments, later, don't apply). Support of a child received from a pa-
rent's spouse is treated as provided by the parent.

3. The child is in custody of one or both of the parents for
more than half of 2015.

4. Either of the following applies.

a. The custodial parent signs Form 8332 or a substantially
similar statement that he or she won't claim the child as a de-
pendent for 2015, and the noncustodial parent includes a copy
of the form or statement with his or her return. If the divorce de-
cree or separation agreement went into effect after 1984 and be-
fore 2009, the noncustodial parent may be able to attach certain
pages from the decree or agreement instead of Form 8332. See
Post-1984 and pre-2009 decree or agreement and Post-2008
decree or agreement, later.

b. A pre-1985 decree of divorce or separate maintenance or
written separation agreement between the parents provides that
the noncustodial parent can claim the child as a dependent, and
the noncustodial parent provides at least $600 for support of the
child during 2015.

If conditions (1) through (4) apply, only the noncustodial pa-
rent can claim the child for purposes of the dependency exemp-
tion (line 6¢) and the child tax credits (lines 35 and 43). Howev-
er, this doesn't allow the noncustodial parent to claim head of
household filing status, the credit for child and dependent care
expenses, the exclusion for dependent care benefits, the earned
income credit, or the health coverage tax credit. See Pub. 501
for details.

Example. Even if conditions (1) through (4) are met and the
custodial parent signs Form 8332 or a substantially similar
statement that he or she will not claim the child as a dependent
for 2015, this doesn't allow the noncustodial parent to claim the
child as a qualifying child for the earned income credit. The
custodial parent or another taxpayer, if eligible, can claim the
child for the earned income credit.

Custodial and noncustodial parents. The custodial parent is
the parent with whom the child lived for the greater number of
nights in 2015. The noncustodial parent is the other parent. If
the child was with each parent for an equal number of nights,
the custodial parent is the parent with the higher adjusted gross
income. See Pub. 501 for an exception for a parent who works
at night, rules for a child who is emancipated under state law,
and other details.

Post-1984 and pre-2009 decree or agreement. The decree
or agreement must state all three of the following.

1. The noncustodial parent can claim the child as a depend-
ent without regard to any condition, such as payment of support.

2. The other parent won't claim the child as a dependent.
3. The years for which the claim is released.

The noncustodial parent must include all of the following pa-
ges from the decree or agreement.

® Cover page (include the other parent's SSN on that page).

® The pages that include all the information identified in (1)
through (3) above.

® Signature page with the other parent's signature and date of
agreement.

You must include the required information even if you
A filed it with your return in an earlier year.
CAUTION

Post-2008 decree or agreement. 1f the divorce decree or
separation agreement went into effect after 2008, the noncusto-
dial parent can't include pages from the decree or agreement in-
stead of Form 8332. The custodial parent must sign either Form
8332 or a substantially similar statement the only purpose of
which is to release the custodial parent's claim to an exemption
for a child, and the noncustodial parent must include a copy
with his or her return. The form or statement must release the
custodial parent's claim to the child without any conditions. For
example, the release must not depend on the noncustodial pa-
rent paying support.

Release of exemption revoked. A custodial parent who has
revoked his or her previous release of a claim to exemption for
a child must include a copy of the revocation with his or her re-
turn. For details, see Form 8332.

Exception to citizen test. If you are a U.S. citizen or U.S. na-
tional and your adopted child lived with you all year as a mem-
ber of your household, that child meets the requirement to be a
U.S. citizen in Step 2, question 1; Step 3, question 2; and Step
4, question 2.

Exception to gross income test. If your relative (including a
person who lived with you all year as a member of your house-
hold) is permanently and totally disabled (defined later), certain
income for services performed at a sheltered workshop may be
excluded for this test. For details, see Pub. 501.

Exception to time lived with you. Temporary absences by you
or the other person for special circumstances, such as school,
vacation, business, medical care, military service, or detention
in a juvenile facility, count as time the person lived with you.
Also see Children of divorced or separated parents, earlier, or
Kidnapped child.

If the person meets all other requirements to be your qualify-
ing child but was born or died in 2015, the person is considered
to have lived with you for more than half of 2015 if your home
was this person's home for more than half the time he or she
was alive in 2015.

Any other person is considered to have lived with you for all
of 2015 if the person was born or died in 2015 and your home
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was this person's home for the entire time he or she was alive in
2015.

Foster child. A foster child is any child placed with you by an
authorized placement agency or by judgment, decree, or other
order of any court of competent jurisdiction.

Kidnapped child. If your child is presumed by law enforce-
ment authorities to have been kidnapped by someone who isn't a
family member, you may be able to take the child into account
in determining your eligibility for head of household or qualify-
ing widow(er) filing status, the dependency exemption, the
child tax credit, and the earned income credit (EIC). For details,
see Pub. 501 (Pub. 596 for the EIC).

Married person. If the person is married and files a joint re-
turn, you can't claim that person as your dependent. However, if
the person is married but doesn't file a joint return or files a
joint return only to claim a refund of withheld income tax or es-
timated tax paid, you may be able to claim him or her as a de-
pendent. (See Pub. 501 for details and examples.) In that case,
go to Step 2, question 3 (for a qualifying child) or Step 4, ques-
tion 4 (for a qualifying relative).

Multiple support agreements. If no one person contributed
over half of the support of your relative (or a person who lived
with you all year as a member of your household) but you and
another person(s) provided more than half of your relative's
support, special rules may apply that would treat you as having
provided over half of the support. For details, see Pub. 501.

Permanently and totally disabled. A person is permanently
and totally disabled if, at any time in 2015, the person can't en-
gage in any substantial gainful activity because of a physical or
mental condition and a doctor has determined that this condition
has lasted or can be expected to last continuously for at least a
year or can be expected to lead to death.

Qualifying child of more than one person. Even if a child
meets the conditions to be the qualifying child of more than one
person, only one person can claim the child as a qualifying child
for all of the following tax benefits, unless the special rule for
Children of divorced or separated parents, described earlier,
applies.

1. Dependency exemption (line 6¢).

2. Child tax credits (lines 35 and 43).

3. Head of household filing status (line 4).

4. Credit for child and dependent care expenses (line 31).

5. Exclusion for dependent care benefits (Form 2441, Part

110).
6. Earned income credit (lines 42a and 42b).

No other person can take any of the six tax benefits listed above
unless he or she has a different qualifying child. If you and any
other person can claim the child as a qualifying child, the fol-
lowing rules apply.

® If only one of the persons is the child's parent, the child is
treated as the qualifying child of the parent.

® If the parents file a joint return together and can claim the
child as a qualifying child, the child is treated as the qualifying
child of the parents.

® If the parents don't file a joint return together but both pa-
rents claim the child as a qualifying child, the IRS will treat the
child as the qualifying child of the parent with whom the child
lived for the longer period of time in 2015. If the child lived
with each parent for the same amount of time, the IRS will treat
the child as the qualifying child of the parent who had the high-
er adjusted gross income (AGI) for 2015.

® If no parent can claim the child as a qualifying child, the
child is treated as the qualifying child of the person who had the
highest AGI for 2015.

® If a parent can claim the child as a qualifying child but no
parent does so claim the child, the child is treated as the qualify-
ing child of the person who had the highest AGI for 2015, but
only if that person's AGI is higher than the highest AGI of any
parent of the child who can claim the child.

Example. Your daughter meets the conditions to be a quali-
fying child for both you and your mother. Your daughter doesn't
meet the conditions to be a qualifying child of any other person,
including her other parent. Under the rules just described, you
can claim your daughter as a qualifying child for all of the six
tax benefits listed earlier for which you otherwise qualify. Your
mother can't claim any of those six tax benefits unless she has a
different qualifying child. However, if your mother's AGI is
higher than yours and you don't claim your daughter as a quali-
fying child, your daughter is the qualifying child of your moth-
er.

For more details and examples, see Pub. 501.

If you will be claiming the child as a qualifying child, go to
Step 2. Otherwise, stop; you can't claim any benefits based on
this child.

Social security number. You must enter each dependent's so-
cial security number (SSN). Be sure the name and SSN entered
agree with the dependent's social security card. Otherwise, at
the time we process your return, we may disallow the exemp-
tion claimed for the dependent and reduce or disallow any other
tax benefits (such as the child tax credit) based on that depend-
ent. If the name or SSN on the dependent's social security card
isn't correct, or you need to get an SSN for your dependent, con-
tact the Social Security Administration. See Social Security
Number (SSN), earlier. If your dependent won't have a number
by the date your return is due, see What If You Can't File on
Time? earlier.

If your dependent child was born and died in 2015 and you
don't have an SSN for the child, enter “Died” in column (2) and
include a copy of the child's birth certificate, death certificate,
or hospital records. The document must show the child was
born alive.

If you didn't have an SSN (or ITIN) by the due date of your
2015 return (including extensions), you can't claim the child tax
credit on either your original or an amended 2015 return, even if
you later get an SSN (or ITIN). Also, no child tax credit is al-
lowed on your original or an amended 2015 return with respect
to a child who didn't have an SSN, ATIN, or ITIN by the due

Income

Generally, you must report all income except income that is ex-
empt from tax by law. For details, see the following instruc-
tions, especially the instructions for lines 7 through 14b. Also
see Pub. 525.

Foreign-Source Income

You must report unearned income, such as interest, dividends,
and pensions, from sources outside the United States unless ex-
empt by law or a tax treaty. You must also report earned in-
come, such as wages and tips, from sources outside the United
States.

If you worked abroad, you may be able to exclude part or all
of your foreign earned income if you file Form 1040. For de-
tails, see Pub. 54 and Form 2555 or 2555-EZ.

Foreign retirement plans. If you were a beneficiary of a for-
eign retirement plan, you may have to report the undistributed
income earned in your plan. However, if you were the benefi-
ciary of a Canadian registered retirement plan, see Revenue
Procedure 2014-55, 2014-44 1.R.B. 753, available at
www.irs.gov//irb/2014-44_IRB/ar10.html, to find out if you can
elect to defer tax on the undistributed income. If you elect to
defer tax, you must file Form 1040.

Report distributions from foreign pension plans on lines 12a
and 12b.

Foreign accounts and trusts. You must complete Part III of
Schedule B if you:

® Had a foreign account, or

® Received a distribution from, or were a grantor of, or a
transferor to, a foreign trust.

Foreign financial assets. If you had foreign financial assets in
2015, you may have to file Form 8938. If you must file Form
8938, you can't file Form 1040A. You must file Form 1040.
See Form 8938 and its instructions.

Rounding Off to Whole Dollars

You can round off cents to whole dollars on your return and
schedules. If you do round to whole dollars, you must round all
amounts. To round, drop amounts under 50 cents and increase
amounts from 50 to 99 cents to the next dollar. For example,
$1.39 becomes $1 and $2.50 becomes $3.

If you have to add two or more amounts to figure the
amount to enter on a line, include cents when adding the
amounts and round off only the total.

Refunds of State or Local Income
Taxes

If you received a refund, credit, or offset of state or local in-
come taxes in 2015, you may receive a Form 1099-G.

For the year the tax was paid to the state or other taxing au-
thority, did you itemize deductions?

None of your refund is taxable.

You may have to report part or all of the refund as income on
Form 1040 for 2015. See Pub. 525 for details.

Community Property States

Community property states are Arizona, California, Idaho,
Louisiana, Nevada, New Mexico, Texas, Washington, and
Wisconsin. If you and your spouse lived in a community prop-
erty state, you must usually follow state law to determine what
is community income and what is separate income. For details,
see Form 8958 and Pub. 555.

Nevada, Washington, and California domestic partners. A
registered domestic partner in Nevada, Washington, or Califor-
nia generally must report half the combined community income

of the individual and his or her domestic partner. See Form
8958 and see Pub. 555.

Line 7

Wages, Salaries, Tips, etc.

Enter the total of your wages, salaries, tips, etc. If a joint re-
turn, also include your spouse's income. For most people, the
amount to enter on this line should be shown in box 1 of their
Form(s) W-2. But the following types of income must also be
included in the total on line 7.

® All wages received as a household employee for which
you didn't receive a Form W-2 because your employer paid
you less than $1,900 in 2015. Also, enter “HSH” and the
amount not reported on a Form W-2 in the space to the left of
line 7.

® Tip income you didn't report to your employer. But you
must use Form 1040 and Form 4137 if you received tips of $20
or more in any month and didn't report the full amount to your
employer, or your Form(s) W-2 shows allocated tips that you
must report as income. You must report the allocated tips
shown on your Form(s) W-2 unless you can prove that you re-
ceived less. Allocated tips should be shown in box 8 of your
Form(s) W-2. They aren't included as income in box 1. See
Pub. 531 for more details.

® Dependent care benefits, which should be shown in
box 10 of your Form(s) W-2. But first complete Form 2441 to
see if you can exclude part or all of the benefits.

® Scholarship and fellowship grants not reported on Form
W-2. Also, enter “SCH” and the amount in the space to the left
of line 7. However, if you were a degree candidate, include on
line 7 only the amounts you used for expenses other than tui-
tion and course-related expenses. For example, amounts used
for room, board, and travel must be reported on line 7.

® Disability pensions shown on Form 1099-R if you haven't
reached the minimum retirement age set by your employer. But
see Insurance premiums for retired public safety officers, in the
instructions for lines 12a and 12b. Disability pensions received
after you reach minimum retirement age and other payments
shown on Form 1099-R (other than payments from an IRA*)
are reported on lines 12a and 12b of Form 1040A. Payments
from an IRA are reported on lines 11a and 11b.

Missing or Incorrect Form W-2?

Your employer is required to provide or send Form W-2 to you
no later than February 1, 2016. If you do not receive it by early
February, use Tax Topic 154 to find out what to do. Even if
you don't get a Form W-2, you must still report your earnings
on line 7. If you lose your Form W-2 or it is incorrect, ask your
employer for a new one.

Line 8a
Taxable Interest

Each payer should send you a Form 1099-INT or Form
1099-0O1ID. Enter your total taxable interest income on line 8a.
But you must fill in and attach Schedule B if the total is over
$1,500 or any of the other conditions listed at the beginning of
the Schedule B instructions apply to you.

For more details about reporting taxable interest, including
market discount on bonds, see Pub. 550.

Interest credited in 2015 on deposits that you couldn't with-
draw because of the bankruptcy or insolvency of the financial

institution may not have to be included in your 2015 income.
For details, see Pub. 550.

If you get a 2015 Form 1099-INT for U.S. savings
@ bond interest that includes amounts you reported be-

fore 2015, see Pub. 550.

Line 8b

Tax-Exempt Interest

If you received any tax-exempt interest, such as from munici-
pal bonds, each payer should send you a Form 1099-INT. Your
tax-exempt interest should be shown in box 8 of Form
1099-INT. Enter the total on line 8b. Also include on line 8b
any exempt-interest dividends from a mutual fund or other
regulated investment company. This amount should be shown
in box 10 of Form 1099-DIV.

Don't include interest earned on your IRA, health savings
account, Archer or Medicare Advantage MSA, or Coverdell
education savings account.

If you received tax-exempt interest from private activity
bonds issued after August 7, 1986, you must use Form 1040.

Line 9a
Ordinary Dividends

Each payer should send you a Form 1099-DIV. Enter your total
ordinary dividends on line 9a. This amount should be shown in
box la of Form(s) 1099-DIV.

You must fill in and attach Schedule B if the total is over
$1,500 or you received, as a nominee, ordinary dividends that
actually belong to someone else.

You must use Form 1040 if you received nondividend dis-
tributions (box 3 of Form 1099-DIV) required to be reported as
capital gains.

Line 9b
Qualified Dividends

Enter your total qualified dividends on line 9b. Qualified divi-
dends are also included in the ordinary dividend total required
to be shown on line 9a. Qualified dividends are eligible for a
lower tax rate than other ordinary income. Generally, these div-
idends are shown in box 1b of Form(s) 1099-DIV. See Pub.
550 for the definition of qualified dividends if you received
dividends not reported on Form 1099-DIV.

Exception. Some dividends may be reported as qualified divi-
dends in box 1b of Form 1099-DIV but aren't qualified divi-
dends. These include:

® Dividends you received as a nominee. See the Schedule B
instructions.

® Dividends you received on any share of stock that you
held for less than 61 days during the 121-day period that began
60 days before the ex-dividend date. The ex-dividend date is
the first date following the declaration of a dividend on which
the purchaser of a stock isn't entitled to receive the next divi-
dend payment. When counting the number of days you held the
stock, include the day you disposed of the stock but not the day
you acquired it. See the examples that follow. Also, when
counting the number of days you held the stock, you can't
count certain days during which your risk of loss was diminish-
ed. See Pub. 550 for more details.

® Dividends attributable to periods totaling more than 366
days that you received on any share of preferred stock held for
less than 91 days during the 181-day period that began 90 days
before the ex-dividend date. When counting the number of
days you held the stock, you can't count certain days during
which your risk of loss was diminished. See Pub. 550 for more
details. Preferred dividends attributable to periods totaling less
than 367 days are subject to the 61-day holding period rule just
described.

® Dividends on any share of stock to the extent that you are
under an obligation (including a short sale) to make related
payments with respect to positions in substantially similar or
related property.

® Payments in lieu of dividends, but only if you know or
have reason to know that the payments aren't qualified divi-
dends.

Example 1. You bought 5,000 shares of XYZ Corp. com-
mon stock on July 8, 2015. XYZ Corp. paid a cash dividend of
10 cents per share. The ex-dividend date was July 16, 2015.
Your Form 1099-DIV from XYZ Corp. shows $500 in box la
(ordinary dividends) and in box 1b (qualified dividends). How-
ever, you sold the 5,000 shares on August 11, 2015. You held
your shares of XYZ Corp. for only 34 days of the 121-day peri-
od (from July 9, 2015, through August 11, 2015). The 121-day
period began on May 17, 2015, (60 days before the ex-dividend
date) and ended on September 14, 2015. You have no qualified
dividends from XYZ Corp. because you held the XYZ stock
for less than 61 days.
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Example 2. The facts are the same as in Example 1 except
that you bought the stock on July 15, 2015 (the day before the
ex-dividend date), and you sold the stock on September 16,
2015. You held the stock for 63 days (from July 15, 2015,
through September 16, 2015). The $500 of qualified dividends
shown in box 1b of your Form 1099-DIV are all qualified divi-
dends because you held the stock for 61 days of the 121-day
period (from July 16, 2015, through September 14, 2015).

Example 3. You bought 10,000 shares of ABC Mutual
Fund common stock on July 8, 2015. ABC Mutual Fund paid a
cash dividend of 10 cents a share. The ex-dividend date was Ju-
ly 16, 2015. The ABC Mutual Fund advises you that the part of
the dividend eligible to be treated as qualified dividends equals
2 cents a share. Your Form 1099-DIV from ABC Mutual Fund
shows total ordinary dividends of $1,000, and qualified divi-
dends of $200. However, you sold the 10,000 shares on August
11, 2015. You have no qualified dividends from ABC Mutual
Fund because you held the ABC Mutual Fund stock for less
than 61 days.

Be sure you use the Qualified Dividends and Capital
@ Gain Tax Worksheet to figure your tax.

If you received capital gain distributions as a nominee (that
is, they were paid to you but actually belong to someone else),
report on line 10 only the amount that belongs to you. Include a
statement showing the full amount you received and the
amount you received as a nominee.

Lines 11aand 11b
IRA Distributions

You should receive a Form 1099-R showing the total amount
of any distribution from your IRA before income tax and other
deductions were withheld. This amount should be shown in
box | of Form 1099-R. Unless otherwise noted in the line 11a
and 11b instructions, an IRA includes a traditional IRA, Roth
IRA (including a myRA), simplified employee pension (SEP)
IRA, and a savings incentive match plan for employees (SIM-
PLE) IRA. Except as provided below, leave line 11a blank and
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enter the total distribution (from Form 1099-R, box 1) on
line 11b.

Exception 1. Enter the total distribution on line 11a if you rol-
led over part or all of the distribution from one:

® [RA to another IRA of the same type (for example, from
one traditional IRA to another traditional IRA),

® SEP or SIMPLE IRA to a traditional IRA, or

® IRA to a qualified plan other than an IRA.

Also, enter “Rollover” next to line 11b. If the total distribu-
tion was rolled over in a qualified rollover, enter -0- on
line 11b. If the total distribution wasn't rolled over in a quali-
fied rollover, enter the part not rolled over on line 11b unless
Exception 2 applies to the part not rolled over. Generally, a
qualified rollover must be made within 60 days after the day
you received the distribution. For more details on rollovers, see
Pub. 590-A and Pub. 590-B.

If you rolled over the distribution into a qualified plan other
than an IRA or you made the rollover in 2016, include a state-
ment explaining what you did.

Exception 2. If any of the following apply, enter the total dis-
tribution on line 11a and see Form 8606 and its instructions to
figure the amount to enter on line 11b.

1. You received a distribution from an IRA (other than a
Roth IRA) and you made nondeductible contributions to any of
your traditional or SEP IRAs for 2015 or an earlier year. If you
made nondeductible contributions to these IRAs for 2015, also
see Pub. 590-A and Pub. 590-B.

2. You received a distribution from a Roth IRA. But if ei-
ther (a) or (b) below applies, enter -0- on line 11b; you don't
have to see Form 8606 or its instructions.

a. Distribution code T is shown in box 7 of Form 1099-R
and you made a contribution (including a conversion) to a Roth
IRA for 2010 or an earlier year.

b. Distribution code Q is shown in box 7 of Form 1099-R.

3. You converted part or all of a traditional, SEP, or SIM-
PLE IRA to a Roth IRA in 2015.

4. You had a 2014 or 2015 IRA contribution returned to
you, with the related earnings or less any loss, by the due date
(including extensions) of your tax return for that year.

5. You made excess contributions to your IRA for an earli-
er year and had them returned to you in 2015.

6. You recharacterized part or all of a contribution to a
Roth IRA as a traditional IRA contribution, or vice versa.

Exception 3. If the distribution is a qualified charitable distri-
bution (QCD), enter the total distribution on line 11a. If the to-
tal amount distributed is a QCD, enter -0- on line 11b. If only
part of the distribution is a QCD, enter the part that isn't a QCD
on line 11b unless Exception 2 applies to that part. Enter
“QCD” next to line 11b.

A QCD is a distribution made directly by the trustee of your
IRA (other than an ongoing SEP or SIMPLE IRA) to an organ-
ization eligible to receive tax-deductible contributions (with
certain exceptions). You must have been at least age 70': when
the distribution was made.

Need more information or forms? Visit IRS.gov.
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Generally, your total QCDs for the year can't be more than
$100,000. (On a joint return, your spouse can also have a QCD
of up to $100,000.) The amount of the QCD is limited to the
amount that would otherwise be included in your income. If
your IRA includes nondeductible contributions, the distribution
is first considered to be paid out of otherwise taxable income.
See Pub. 590-A for details.

You can't claim a charitable contribution deduction
A Jor any QCD not included in your income.
CAUTION

Exception 4. If the distribution is a health savings account
(HSA) funding distribution (HFD), you must file Form 1040.
See Exception 4 in the instructions for Form 1040, lines 15a
and 15b. An HFD is a distribution made directly by the trustee
of your IRA (other than an ongoing SEP or SIMPLE IRA) to
your HSA.

More than one exception applies. If more than one exception
applies, include a statement showing the amount of each excep-
tion, instead of making an entry next to line 11b. For example:
“Line 11b--$1,000 Rollover and $500 Distribution.” But you
don't need to attach a statement if only Exception 2 and one
other exception apply.

More than one distribution. If you (or your spouse if filing
jointly) received more than one distribution, figure the taxable
amount of each distribution and enter the total of the taxable
amounts on line 11b. Enter the total amount of those distribu-
tions on line 11a.

You may have to pay an additional tax if (a) you re-
ceived an early distribution from your IRA and the to-
YD) fal wasn't rolled over or (b) you were born before Ju-
ly 1, 1944, and received less than the minimum required distri-
bution from your traditional, SEP, and SIMPLE IRAs. If you do
owe this tax, you must use Form 1040.

More information. For more information about IRAs, see
Pub. 590-A and Pub. 590-B.

Lines 12a and 12b

Pensions and Annuities

You should receive a Form 1099-R showing the total amount
of your pension and annuity payments before income tax or
other deductions were withheld. This amount should be shown
in box 1 of Form 1099-R. Pension and annuity payments in-
clude distributions from 401(k), 403(b), and governmental
457(b) plans. Rollovers and lump-sum distributions are ex-
plained later. Don't include the following payments on lines
12a and 12b. Instead, report them on line 7.

® Disability pensions received before you reach the mini-
mum retirement age set by your employer.

® Corrective distributions (including any earnings) of ex-
cess salary deferrals or excess contributions to retirement
plans. The plan must advise you of the year(s) the distributions
are includible in income.

Need more information or forms? Visit IRS.gov.

Attach Form(s) 1099-R to Form 10404 if any federal
@ income tax was withheld.

Fully taxable pensions and annuities. Your payments are
fully taxable if (a) you didn't contribute to the cost (see Cost,
later) of your pension or annuity, or (b) you got back your en-
tire cost tax free before 2015. But see Insurance premiums for
retired public safety officers, later. If your pension or annuity is
fully taxable, enter the total pension or annuity payments (from
Form(s) 1099-R, box 1) on line 12b; don't make an entry on
line 12a.

Fully taxable pensions and annuities also include military
retirement pay shown on Form 1099-R. For details on military
disability pensions, see Pub. 525. If you received a Form
RRB-1099-R, see Pub. 575 to find out how to report your ben-
efits.

Partially taxable pensions and annuities. Enter the total pen-
sion or annuity payments (from Form 1099-R, box 1) on
line 12a. If your Form 1099-R doesn't show the taxable
amount, you must use the General Rule explained in Pub. 939
to figure the taxable part to enter on line 12b. But if your annu-
ity starting date (defined later) was after July 1, 1986, see Sim-
plified Method, later, to find out if you must use that method to
figure the taxable part.

You can ask the IRS to figure the taxable part for you for a
$1,000 fee. For details, see Pub. 939.

If your Form 1099-R shows a taxable amount, you can re-
port that amount on line 12b. But you may be able to report a
lower taxable amount by using the General Rule or the Simpli-
fied Method or if the exclusion for retired public safety offi-
cers, discussed next, applies.

Insurance premiums for retired public safety officers. If
you are an eligible retired public safety officer (law enforce-
ment officer, firefighter, chaplain, or member of a rescue squad
or ambulance crew), you can elect to exclude from income dis-
tributions made from your eligible retirement plan that are used
to pay the premiums for coverage by an accident or health plan
or a long-term care insurance contract. You can do this only if
you retired because of disability or because you reached nor-
mal retirement age. The premiums can be for coverage for you,
your spouse, or dependents. The distribution must be from a
plan maintained by the employer from which you retired as a
public safety officer. Also, the distribution must be made di-
rectly from the plan to the provider of the accident or health
plan or long-term care insurance contract. You can exclude
from income the smaller of the amount of the premiums or
$3,000. You can only make this election for amounts that
would otherwise be included in your income.

An eligible retirement plan is a governmental plan that is:
a qualified trust,
a section 403(a) plan,
a section 403(b) plan, or
a section 457(b) plan.
If you make this election, reduce the otherwise taxable
amount of your pension or annuity by the amount excluded.
The amount shown in box 2a of Form 1099-R doesn't reflect
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the exclusion. Report your total distributions on line 12a and
the taxable amount on line 12b. Enter “PSO” next to line 12b.

If you are retired on disability and reporting your disability
pension on line 7, include only the taxable amount on that line
and enter “PSO” and the amount excluded in the space to the
left of line 7.

Simplified Method. You must use the Simplified Method if
either of the following applies.

1. Your annuity starting date was after July 1, 1986, and
you used this method last year to figure the taxable part.

2. Your annuity starting date was after November 18,
1996, and both of the following apply.

a. The payments are from a qualified employee plan, a
qualified employee annuity, or a tax-sheltered annuity.

b. On your annuity starting date, either you were under age
75 or the number of years of guaranteed payments was fewer
than 5. See Pub. 575 for the definition of guaranteed payments.

If you must use the Simplified Method, complete the Sim-
plified Method Worksheet in these instructions to figure the
taxable part of your pension or annuity. For more details on the
Simplified Method, see Pub. 575 or Pub. 721 for U.S. Civil
Service retirement benefits.

If you received U.S. Civil Service retirement benefits
and you chose the alternative annuity option, see
CYIID) Pub. 721 to figure the taxable part of your annuity.

Don't use the Simplified Method Worksheet in these instruc-
tions.

Annuity starting date. Your annuity starting date is the later
of the first day of the first period for which you received a pay-
ment or the date the plan's obligations became fixed.

Age (or combined ages) at annuity starting date. If you are
the retiree, use your age on the annuity starting date. If you are
the survivor of a retiree, use the retiree's age on his or her an-
nuity starting date. But if your annuity starting date was after
1997 and the payments are for your life and that of your benefi-
ciary, use your combined ages on the annuity starting date.

If you are the beneficiary of an employee who died, see Pub.
575. If there is more than one beneficiary, see Pub. 575 or Pub.
721 to figure each beneficiary's taxable amount.

Cost. Your cost is generally your net investment in the plan as
of the annuity starting date. It doesn't include pre-tax contribu-
tions. Your net investment should be shown in box 9b of Form
1099-R for the first year you received payments from the plan.

Rollovers. Generally, a qualified rollover is a tax-free distri-
bution of cash or other assets from one retirement plan that is
contributed to another plan within 60 days of receiving the dis-
tribution. However, a qualified rollover to a Roth IRA or a des-
ignated Roth account is generally not a tax-free distribution.
Use lines 12a and 12b to report a qualified rollover, including a
direct rollover, from one qualified employer's plan to another
or to an IRA or SEP.

Enter on line 12a the distribution from Form 1099-R, box 1.
From this amount, subtract any contributions (usually shown in
box 5) that were taxable to you when made. From that result,
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subtract the amount of the qualified rollover. Enter the remain-
ing amount on line 12b. If the remaining amount is zero and
you have no other distribution to report on line 12b, enter zero
on line 12b. Also, enter “Rollover” next to line 12b.

See Pub. 575 for more details on rollovers, including special
rules that apply to rollovers from designated Roth accounts,
partial rollovers of property, and distributions under qualified
domestic relations orders.

Lump-sum distributions. If you received a lump-sum distri-
bution from a profit-sharing or retirement plan, your Form
1099-R should have the “Total distribution” box in box 2b
checked. You must use Form 1040 if you owe additional tax
because you received an early distribution from a qualified re-
tirement plan and the total amount wasn't rolled over in a quali-
fied rollover. See Pub. 575 to find out if you owe this tax.

Enter the total distribution on line 12a and the taxable part
on line 12b. For details, see Pub. 575.

You may be able to pay less tax on the distribution if
@ you were born before January 2, 1936, or you are the
beneficiary of a deceased employee who was born be-

fore January 2, 1936. But you must use Form 1040 to do so.
For details, see Form 4972.

Unemployment Compensation and Alaska
Permanent Fund Dividends

Unemployment compensation. You should receive a Form
1099-G showing in box 1 the total unemployment compensa-
tion paid to you in 2015. Report this amount on line 13. How-
ever, if you made contributions to a governmental unemploy-
ment compensation program or to a governmental paid family
leave program, reduce the amount you report on line 13 by
those contributions.

If you received an overpayment of unemployment compen-
sation in 2015 and you repaid any of it in 2015, subtract the
amount you repaid from the total amount you received. Enter
the result on line 13. Also, enter “Repaid” and the amount you
repaid in the space to the left of line 13. If, in 2015, you repaid
unemployment compensation that you included in gross in-
come in an earlier year, you can deduct the amount repaid. But
you must use Form 1040 to do so. See Pub. 525 for details.

Alaska Permanent Fund dividends. Include the dividends in
the total on line 13.

Lines 14a and 14b

Social Security Benefits

You should receive a Form SSA-1099 showing in box 3 the to-
tal social security benefits paid to you. Box 4 will show the
amount of any benefits you repaid in 2015. If you received rail-
road retirement benefits treated as social security, you should
receive a Form RRB-1099.

Educator Expenses

If you were an eligible educator in 2015, you can deduct on
line 16 up to $250 of qualified expenses you paid in 2015. If
you and your spouse are filing jointly and both of you were eli-
gible educators, the maximum deduction is $500. However,
neither spouse can deduct more than $250 of his or her quali-
fied expenses on line 16. You may be able to deduct expenses
that are more than the $250 (or $500) limit on Schedule A,
line 21, but you must use Form 1040. An eligible educator is a
kindergarten through grade 12 teacher, instructor, counselor,
principal, or aide who worked in a school for at least 900 hours
during a school year.

Qualified expenses include ordinary and necessary expenses
paid in connection with books, supplies, equipment (including
computer equipment, software, and services), and other materi-
als used in the classroom. An ordinary expense is one that is
common and accepted in your educational field. A necessary
expense is one that is helpful and appropriate for your profes-
sion as an educator. An expense doesn't have to be required to
be considered necessary.

Qualified expenses don't include expenses for home school-
ing or for nonathletic supplies for courses in health or physical
education.

You must reduce your qualified expenses by the following
amounts.

® Excludable U.S. series EE and I savings bond interest
from Form 8815.

® Nontaxable qualified tuition program earnings or distribu-
tions.

® Any nontaxable distribution of Coverdell education sav-
ings account earnings.

® Any reimbursements you received for these expenses that
weren't reported to you in box 1 of your Form W-2.

For more details, use Tax Topic 458 or see Pub. 529.

IRA Deduction

If you made any nondeductible contributions to a tra-
@ ditional individual retirement arrangement (IRA) for
2015, you must report them on Form 8606.

If you made contributions to a traditional IRA for 2015, you
may be able to take an IRA deduction. But you, or your spouse
if filing a joint return, must have had earned income to do so. If
you were a member of the U.S. Armed Forces, earned income
includes any nontaxable combat pay you received. A statement
should be sent to you by May 31, 2016, that shows all contribu-
tions to your traditional IRA for 2015.

Use the IRA Deduction Worksheet in these instructions to
figure the amount, if any, of your IRA deduction. But read the
following 11-item list before you fill in the worksheet.

1. If you were age 70%: or older at the end of 2015, you
can't deduct any contributions made to your traditional IRA for
2015 or treat them as nondeductible contributions.

2. You can't deduct contributions to a Roth IRA. But you
may be able to take the retirement savings contributions credit
(saver's credit). See the instructions for line 34.

3. If you are filing a joint return and you or your spouse
made contributions to both a traditional IRA and a Roth IRA
for 2015, don't use the IRA Deduction Worksheet in these in-
structions. Instead, see Pub. 590-A to figure the amount, if any,
of your IRA deduction.

4. You can't deduct elective deferrals to a 401(k) plan,
403(b) plan, section 457 plan, SIMPLE plan, or the federal
Thrift Savings Plan. These amounts aren't included as income
in box 1 of your Form W-2. But you may be able to take the
retirement savings contributions credit. See the instructions for
line 34.

5. If you made contributions to your IRA in 2015 that you
deducted for 2014, don't include them in the worksheet.

6. If you received income from a nonqualified deferred
compensation plan or nongovernmental section 457 plan that is
included in box 1 of your Form W-2, don't include that income
on line 8 of the worksheet. The income should be shown in (a)
box 11 of your Form W-2 or (b) box 12 of your Form W-2 with
code Z. If it isn't, contact your employer for the amount of the
income.

7. You must file a joint return to deduct contributions to
your spouse's IRA. Enter the total IRA deduction for you and
your spouse on line 17.

8. Don't include qualified rollover contributions in figuring
your deduction. Instead, see the instructions for lines 11a and
11b.

9. Don't include trustees' fees that were billed separately
and paid by you for your IRA. You may be able to deduct those
fees as an itemized deduction. But you must use Form 1040 to
do so.

10. Don't include any repayments of qualified reservist dis-
tributions. You can't deduct them. For information on how to
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report these repayments, see Qualified reservist repayments in
Pub. 590-A.

11. If the total of your IRA deduction on line 17 plus any
nondeductible contribution to your traditional IRAs shown on
Form 8606 is less than your total traditional IRA contributions
for 2015, see Pub. 590-A for special rules.

By April 1 of the year after the year in which you
reach age 70'h, you must start taking minimum re-
quired distributions from your traditional IRA. If you

don't, you may have to pay a 50% additional tax on the amount
that should have been distributed. For details, including how to
figure the minimum required distribution, see Pub. 590-B.

A child born on January 1, 1998, is considered to be age 18
at the end of 2015; a child born on January 1, 1997, is consid-
ered to be age 19 at the end of 2015; a child born on January 1,
1992, is considered to be age 24 at the end of 2015.

You were a student if during any part of 5 calendar months
of 2015 you:

® Were enrolled as a full-time student at a school, or

® Took a full-time, on-farm training course given by a
school or a state, county, or local government agency.

A school includes a technical, trade, or mechanical school.
It doesn't include an on-the-job training course, correspondence
school, or school offering courses only through the Internet.

You must include Form 8880 with your return to claim this
credit.

Adopted child. An adopted child is always treated as your own
child. An adopted child includes a child lawfully placed with
you for legal adoption.

Combat pay, nontaxable. If you were a member of the U.S.
Armed Forces who served in a combat zone, certain pay is ex-
cluded from your income. See Combat Zone Exclusion in Pub.
3. You can elect to include this pay in your earned income when
figuring the EIC. The amount of your nontaxable combat pay
should be shown in box 12 of Form(s) W-2 with code Q. If you
are filing a joint return and both you and your spouse received
nontaxable combat pay, you can each make your own election.
In other words, if one of you makes the election, the other one
can also make it but doesn't have to.

Credit figured by the IRS. To have the IRS figure your EIC:
1. Enter “EIC” to the left of the entry space for Form
1040A, line 42a.

2. Be sure you enter the nontaxable combat pay you elect to
include in earned income on Form 1040A, line 42b. See Com-
bat Pay, nontaxable, earlier.

3. If you have a qualifying child, complete and attach
Schedule EIC.

Exception to time lived with you. Temporary absences by you
or the child for special circumstances, such as school, vacation,
business, medical care, military service, or detention in a juve-
nile facility, count as time the child lived with you. Also see
Kidnapped child in the instructions for line 6¢ and Members of
the military, later. A child is considered to have lived with you
for more than half of 2015 if the child was born or died in 2015
and your home was this child's home for more than half the time
he or she was alive in 2015.

Form 8862, who must file. You must file Form 8862 if your
EIC for a year after 1996 was reduced or disallowed for any
reason other than a math or clerical error. But don't file Form
8862 if either of the following applies.

® You filed Form 8862 for another year, the EIC was al-
lowed for that year, and your EIC hasn't been reduced or disal-
lowed again for any reason other than a math or clerical error.

® You are taking the EIC without a qualifying child and the
only reason your EIC was reduced or disallowed in the other
year was because it was determined that a child listed on Sched-
ule EIC wasn't your qualifying child.

® 2 years after the most recent tax year for which there was a
final determination that your EIC claim was due to reckless or
intentional disregard of the EIC rules, or

® 10 years after the most recent tax year for which there was
a final determination that your EIC claim was due to fraud.

Foster child. A foster child is any child placed with you by an
authorized placement agency or by judgment, decree, or other
order of any court of competent jurisdiction. For more details on
authorized placement agencies, see Pub. 596.

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Married child. A child who was married at the end of 2015 is
a qualifying child only if (a) you can claim him or her as your
dependent on Form 1040A, line 6¢, or (b) you could have
claimed him or her as your dependent except for the special rule
under Children of divorced or separated parents in the instruc-
tions for line 6¢.

Members of the military. If you were on extended active duty
outside the United States, your main home is considered to be in
the United States during that duty period. Extended active duty
is military duty ordered for an indefinite period or for a period
of more than 90 days. Once you begin serving extended active
duty, you are considered to be on extended active duty even if
you don't serve more than 90 days.

Nonresident aliens. If your filing status is married filing joint-
ly, go to Step 2. Otherwise, stop; you can't take the EIC. Enter
“No” to the left of the entry space for line 42a.

Permanently and totally disabled. A person is permanently
and totally disabled if, at any time in 2015, the person couldn't
engage in any substantial gainful activity because of a physical
or mental condition and a doctor has determined that this condi-
tion (a) has lasted or can be expected to last continuously for at
least a year, or (b) can be expected to lead to death.

Qualifying child of more than one person. Even if a child
meets the conditions to be the qualifying child of more than one
person, only one person can claim the child as a qualifying child
for all of the following tax benefits, unless the special rule for
Children of divorced or separated parents in the instructions for
line 6¢ applies.

1. Dependency exemption (line 6¢).

2. Child tax credits (lines 35 and 43).

3. Head of household filing status (line 4).

4. Credit for child and dependent care expenses (line 31).

5. Exclusion for dependent care benefits (Form 2441, Part

110).
6. Earned income credit (lines 42a and 42b).

No other person can take any of the six tax benefits just listed
unless he or she has a different qualifying child. If you and any
other person can claim the child as a qualifying child, the fol-
lowing rules apply.

® If only one of the persons is the child's parent, the child is
treated as the qualifying child of the parent.

® If the parents don't file a joint return together but both pa-
rents claim the child as a qualifying child, the IRS will treat the
child as the qualifying child of the parent with whom the child
lived for the longer period of time in 2015. If the child lived
with each parent for the same amount of time, the IRS will treat
the child as the qualifying child of the parent who had the high-
er adjusted gross income (AGI) for 2015.

® If no parent can claim the child as a qualifying child, the
child is treated as the qualifying child of the person who had the
highest AGI for 2015.

® If a parent can claim the child as a qualifying child but no
parent does so claim the child, the child is treated as the qualify-
ing child of the person who had the highest AGI for 2015, but

only if that person's AGI is higher than the highest AGI of any
parent of the child who can claim the child.

Example. Your daughter meets the conditions to be a quali-
fying child for both you and your mother. Your daughter doesn't
meet the conditions to be the qualifying child of any other per-
son, including her other parent. Under the rules just described,
you can claim your daughter as a qualifying child for all of the
six tax benefits previously listed for which you otherwise quali-
fy. Your mother can't claim any of those six tax benefits unless
she has a different qualifying child. However, if your mother's
AGI is higher than yours and you don't claim your daughter as a
qualifying child, your daughter is the qualifying child of your
mother.

For more details and examples, see Pub. 596.

If you won't be taking the EIC with a qualifying child, enter
“No” to the left of the entry space for line 42a. Otherwise, go to
Step 3, question 1.

Social security number (SSN). For the EIC, a valid SSN is a
number issued by the Social Security Administration unless
“Not Valid for Employment” is printed on the social security
card and the number was issued solely to allow the recipient of
the SSN to apply for or receive a federally funded benefit. How-
ever, if “Valid for Work Only With DHS Authorization” is prin-
ted on your social security card, your SSN is valid for EIC pur-
poses only as long as the DHS authorization is still valid.

To find out how to get an SSN, see Social Security Number
(SSN), near the beginning of these instructions. If you won't
have an SSN by the date your return is due, see What If You
Can't File on Time.

If you didn't have an SSN by the due date of your 2015 re-
turn (including extensions), you can't claim the EIC on either
your original or an amended 2015 return, even if you later get
an SSN. Also, if a child didn't have an SSN by the due date of
your return (including extensions), you can't count that child as
a qualifying child in figuring the EIC on either your original or
an amended 2015 return, even if that child later gets an SSN.

Student. A student is a child who during any part of 5 calendar
months of 2015 was enrolled as a full-time student at a school,
or took a full-time, on-farm training course given by a school or
a state, county, or local government agency. A school includes a
technical, trade, or mechanical school.

Additional Child Tax Credit

What Is the Additional Child Tax Credit?

This credit is for certain people who have at least one qualify-
ing child for the child tax credit (as defined in Steps 1, 2, and 3
of the instructions for line 6¢). The additional child tax credit
may give you a refund even if you don't owe any tax or didn't
have any tax withheld.

Two Steps To Take the Additional Child Tax Credit!

Step 1. Be sure you figured the amount, if any, of your child tax credit.
See the instructions for line 35.

Step 2. Read the TIP at the end of your Child Tax Credit Worksheet.
Use Schedule 8812 to see if you can take the additional child
tax credit, but only if you meet the condition given in that TIP.

Line 44

American Opportunity Credit

If you meet the requirements to claim an education credit (see
the instructions for line 33), enter on this line the amount, if
any, from Form 8863, line 8. You may be able to increase an
education credit and reduce your total tax or increase your tax
refund if the student chooses to include all or part of a Pell
grant or certain other scholarships or fellowships in income.
See Pub. 970 and the instructions for Form 8863 for more in-
formation.

Line 45

Net Premium Tax Credit

You may be eligible to claim the premium tax credit if you,
your spouse, or a dependent enrolled in health insurance
through the Marketplace. The premium tax credit helps pay for
this health insurance. Complete Form 8962 to determine the
amount of your premium tax credit, if any. Enter the amount, if
any, from Form 8962, line 26. See Pub. 974 and the instruc-
tions for Form 8962 for more information.

Line 46

Amount paid with Request for Extension to File

If you got an automatic extension of time to file Form 1040A
by filing Form 4868 or by making a payment, enter the amount
you paid with Form 4868. If you paid by debit or credit card,
don't include on line 46 the convenience fee you were charged.
To the left of the entry space for line 46, enter “Form 4868
and show the amount paid.
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If you pay your taxes by credit or debit card, you may
be able to deduct the related credit or debit card con-

venience fees on your 2016 return, but you must file
Form 1040 to do so.

Excess social security and tier 1 railroad retirement
(RRTA) tax withheld. If you, or your spouse if filing a joint
return, had more than one employer for 2015 and total wages
of more than $118,500, too much social security or tier 1
RRTA tax may have been withheld. For more details, including
how to figure the amount to include on line 46, see Pub. 505.
Include the excess in the total on line 46. Write “Excess SST”
and show the excess amount to the left of the line.

Amount Overpaid

If line 47 is under $1, we will send a refund only on written re-
quest.

If the amount you overpaid is large, you may want to
decrease the amount of income tax withheld from
vour pay by filing a new Form W-4. See Income tax
withholding and estimated tax payments for 2016 under Gener-

al Information, later.

Refund offset. If you owe past-due federal tax, state income
tax, state unemployment compensation debts, child support,
spousal support, or certain federal nontax debts, such as student
loans, all or part of the overpayment on line 47 may be used
(offset) to pay the past-due amount. Offsets for federal taxes
are made by the IRS. All other offsets are made by the Treas-
ury Department's Bureau of the Fiscal Service. For federal tax
offsets, you will receive a notice from the IRS. For all other
offsets, you will receive a notice from the Fiscal Service. To
find out if you may have an offset or if you have any questions
about it, contact the agency to which you owe the debt.
